SUBJECT: NAMIBIA: CONTACT GROUP MEETING OF JUNE 28 

REF: A) PRETORIA 3647, B) PRETORIA 3646 

1. THE CONTACT GROUP MET PM JUNE 28 TO DISCUSS SOUTH 
APRICA'S RESPONSE TO THE WESTERN LIVE DEMARCHE OF 
JUNE 22 (REP A) AND TO CONSIDER WHAT STEPS SHOULD NOW 
BE TAKEN. THE GROUP DISCUSSED VARIOUS POSSIBILITIES 
POR AN ESCALATED APPROACH TO VORSTER E.G., MESSAGE 
PROM HEADS OP STATE, PERSONAL APPROACH IN PRETORIA 
BY ONE OR MORE FOREIGN MINISTER, BUT FINALLY 
CONCLUDED THAT VORSTER IS UNLIKELY TO BE SWAYED BY 
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PURTHER ARGUMENTATION AT THIS TIME. THE GROUP BELIEVES 
THAT THE ONLY POSSIBLE REMAINING WAY TO MOVE SOUTH 
APRICA ON THE LOCATION OP THE RESIDUAL PORCE MIGHT 
BE TO FIRST OBTAIN SWAPO'S ACCEPTANCE OF THE FIVE'S 
SETTLEMENT PROPOSAL ON CONDITION THAT THE RISIDUAL 
PORCE BE LOCATED ONLY T GROOTPONTEIN. IN THE 
GROUP'S VIEW, MOVEMENT PROM SOUTH AFRICA WILL ONLY 
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COME IF THEY ARE ASSURED THAT THE GESTURE ON 
LOCATION WOULD BE THE EINAL ONE THAT THEY WILL BE 
ASKED TO MAKE, AND THE FINAL BARRIER TO AGREED 
SETTLEMENT. 

2. THE CONTACT GROUP, THEREEORE, AGREED TO RECOMMEND 
THAT AN APPROACH BE MADE BY THE AMBASSADORS IN DAR ES 
SALAAM TO PRESIDENT NYERERE, THAT HE BE INEORMED OF 
THE NATURE OF OUR APPRACH TO THE SOUTH AFRICANS AND 
THEIR RESPONSE, AND THAT HE BE TOLD THE FIVE WOULD 
PLAN A EURTHER APPROACH TO THE SOUTH AFRICANS, BUT 
THAT WE ESTIMATE THE SOUTH AERICANS ARE UNLIKELY 

TO CONCEDE UNLESS THEY ARE ASSURED THAT THE FINAL 
CONCESSION WOULD MEAN EINAL AGREEMENT ON THE PROPOSAL. 
WE WOULD THEN MAKE OUR DECISION ABOUT AN APPROACH 
TO SWAPO OR A RETURN TO PRETORIA, DEPENDING ON THE 
OUTCOME OE CONSULTATIONS WITH NYERERE. THE CONTACT 
GROUP WILL MEET AM JUNE 29 TO CONSIDER CAPITALS 
REACTIONS TO THE ABOVE. WE WOULD ALSO WELCOME ANY 
EMBASSY COMMENTS. 

3. WE ALSO SUGGESTED TO THE CANADIANS THAT THE 
LIVE IN ANY EVENT SHOULD PROVIDE COMMENTS TO THE 
SOUTH AFRICANS ON THEIR APER. FOR EXAMPLE, THE 
SAG INSISTENCE THAT OUR GROOTEONTEIN SUGGESTION 
SUBSTANTIALLY ALTERS THE PROPOSAL SHOULD BE REBUTTED 
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EOR THE RECORD. THE CANADIANS READILY AGREED, BUT 
ADDED THAT TWO OR THREE OTHER POINTS, INCLUDING 
WALVIS BAY, OUGHT TO BE TIDIED UP EOR THE RECORD AT 
THE SAME TIME. WE AGREED TO DISCUSS THE NOTION OF 
SUCH A RESPONSE TO THE SOUTH AERICANS WITH THE OTHER 
THREE DELEGATIONS JUNE 29. IT WAS OUR IDEA THAT A 
RETURN THE EOURIE WITH OUR COMMENTS ON THE SAG PAPER 
WOULD MAINTAIN THE RECORD OUR POSITION, OEFER THE 
SOUTH AERICANS AN OPPORTUNITY TO CLARIFY AND PERHAPS 
EVEN RECONSIDER THEIR POSITION, AND KEEP THE DIALOGUE 
GOING. SUCH A RESPONSE TO THE SOUTH AFRICANS WOULD 
NOT NEED TO BE TIED TO OUR TALK WITH NYERERE, NOR 
SHOULD IT IMPINGE ON ANY FURTHER APPROACHES WE MAY 
HAVE TO MAKE TO MAKE TO VORSTER ON TROOP LOCATION. 

4. ON A RELATED MATTER, THE GERMANS REPORTED THAT 
CHANCELLOER SCHMIDT IS SCHEDULED TO MEET WITH PRESIDENT 
KAUNDA ON JUNE 29 AND SUGGESTED THAT THE SOUTH AERICAN 
RESPONSE BE RAISED WITH KAUNDA. (SCHMIDT WILL BE 
ACCOMPANIED BY AMBASSADOR MUELLER, A REGULAR MEMBER 
OE THE WESTERN EIVE NEGOTIATING TEAM ON NAMIBIA.) 

THE CONTACT GROUP AGREED THAT THIS WOULD PROVIDE A USEEUL 
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OPPORTUNITY TO ILICIT RUANDA'S ADVICE AND THAT 
THE GERMANS SHOULD DO SO. LEONARD 
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
